The Armenian Question In the House 
of CommoHB-British Subjects 
iu Hawaii. 



Cuban Interference With Planters- 
Spanish Squadron Ordered 
to Antilles. 



London, Sept. 3.— Hon. H. G. Cuizon, 
Undor Seorotary for the Foroign Office, re- 
plying to a question by Mr. Bowles, M. P., 
in tho House of Commons, said to-day that 
several communications had boon received 
from Turkey upon tho aubjeot of tho pro- 
posod Armonian reforms. Unfortunatoly, 
ho said, tho communications were unsatis- 
factory. Tho projoot of reforms whioh had 
been suggested by Russia, France and Eng- 
land had not received the official supporb of 
Germany, Austria and Italy. Hut tho pow- 
ers last named, Mr. Curzonssid, he believed 
wereinsympafchy with tho reforms proposed. 
As to whothor the govornmonb would under- 
take any action beyond diplomatic 
representations or negotiations without 
previously informing parliament of tho 
grounds upon whioh tho action would be 
made, he was uuable to say, nor could he 
make any declaration regarding the course 
the government would find themaolves 
called upon to pursue in reg.rd to Armonian 
affairs. 

In reply to an Interrogation by Mr. 
Luttroll, member for the Tavistock division 
of Devonshire, relative to the caso of W. H. 
Ryckards, an Englishman, now nnder sen- 
tence of thirty-five yoara Imprisonment 
in T Tawaii for complicity In the reoent 
royalist rebellion, Mr. Ourzon said that as 
Mr. Ryokard had surrendered his British 
nationality, ; .ha government had no loous 
standi in the matter. 

Tho bill to re onaot clause 13 of the Irish 
land bill was read a third time In the House 
of CommonB this evening. 

A dispatoh to tho Daily News from Con- 
stantinople reports that meotings of minis- 
ters have taken place at the palace on three 
sucoosslvo nights, lasting until midnight, to 
disoues Armenian matters. It Is reported 
also that the Kaieor has been asked to In- 
tervene, but deolined on the ground that 
the Porte has disregarded his advice to in- 
troduce reforms. President Faure deolined 
to aob except in oonoerb with the powers. 

Shszada Nazrulla Khan, of Afghanistan, 
who oame here in the latter part of May, 
and who has glven^no end of worry, ha8 ter- 
minated his visit. Ho departed for Paris 
this afternoon. The leave taking was an 
affair of considerable pomp. 

Tho White Star steamer Majestic, for 
New York, will have among her pasaongora 
Henry M. Stanloy, M.P., the African ex- 
plorer; Charles H. Shorill, jr., New Yor», 
chairman of the Yale committee on track 
athletics ; Thomaa F. Bayard, jr., and Mrs. 
Pierpont Morgan and daughter. 
'Bit Arohlbald C&mpball had arrived at 
Inverary, Scotland, to complete arrange- 
ments for tho march of ais band of piperB 
through Glencoe, He denies tho report 
that his expedition is for the purpose of 
oolebrating the maasaore of the Macdonald 
clan by the Campbells, but says his pipers 
will merely travorao Glencoe on route for 
Inverary to a Gaelic concert to bo held in 
Oban. Tho Macdonald clansmen maintain 
a turbulent attitude, and mutteringa of 
anger are to be heard throughout the Glen 1 . 

In a riot at Dhulia, province of Khandesh, 
India, between Hindoos and Mohammedans, 
five of the lattor wore killed. 

Tho insurgents have given notice through- 
out the provinco of Santa Clara and Ma- 
tanzas, Cuba, forbidding the planters to 
make sugar during the present year in ao- 
cordanoo with orders from the revolutionary 
committee in New York, tho penalty for re- 
fusing to stop work being the destruction of 
the property and the destruction of tho 
sugar cane, Unless the rebels are expelled 
from those provinces beforo Novombor, when 
tho cane is roady for crushing, the situation 
will become serious. A quantity of arms 
and ammunition has been landed at Car- 
HenoB on tho steamer Elliott from New 
York. 

Official roturns Bhow that thero havo been 
2,205 caBes of cholera and 71S doaths from 
that disease In the government of Volhynla, 
Russia, between July 11 and August 17. 

Two OBaea of alleged cholera have ocoured 
at GrlmBby. 

At tho election for a mombor of parlia- 
ment for St, Stephen's Greet., Dublin, Ken- 
ny, Unionist, received 3325 votes against 
2893 for Mahonoy, Parnollito. Kenny's 
majority at tho olootion In 1893 was but 15 ; 
at this it Is 432. 

Tho Havana correspondent of tho Times 
sayB : Sonor Torralbas, tho holder of an im- 
portant judioial post In I'uorto Principe, 
hua boon dismissed from the public sorvioe 
for oompliolty in tho rebellion. 

It is reportod that tho Englishman, 
Stokoa, hangod by tho BelgiunB undor Capt. 
Lothoire, noar tho river Aruwim, in the 
Kongo Stato, had a legal trial, bub that 
Capt. Lothairo acted illegally !n hanging 
him without allowing an appeal to tho 
tribunal at Boma. Le Matin, of Paris, do- 
claroa that the Kongo State authorities pos- 
sess a letter whioh Lugard wrote to tho 
chairman of tho Easb African Company, 
warning him bhab if ho laid hands on Stokos 
he would tnako short work of him. Tho 
chargo against Stokoa was of soiling arms 
and ammunition to Chief Kibongo, with 
whom the Belgians were fighting. 

Tho court whioh has boon hearing the 
controversy botweon Prince Colonna and 
his wife, who is the daughter of Mrs. John 
W, Maakay, has ordered that the sons bo 
given to the PrlnaeBS, and that, If necessary, 
forco is to bo used. 

Tho provinco of Lejap, Ecuador, his sur- 
rendered to Gen, Alfaro's forco without 
resistance It Ib also stated that Alfaro's 
vlobory is praobioally comploto, and that tho 
war in Eouador may bo regardod as brought 
to a close. Ib la possible, however, that 
somo of tho foraes of tho Quito government 
now massed In tho province of Charohi may 
try, as a last resort, to attaok Alfaro in 
Quito. 

^According to a special from Buda PeBfch, 
the injury whioh the Arohduko Ladislas ro- 
oolvod whllo hunting yesterday in the 
forest of Agya, Hungary, Ib of a more sori 
ous natnre than had been at first supposed. 
The bnlleb from hla gun porforabod the 
Arohduko's thigh bone, and the diaoharge 
of the weapon fired a number of cartridges 
in his pocket, whioh set fire to hla olothing 
The roporb of tho dootors attending the 
Arohduko la awaited with anxiety. The 
Arohduke Ladislas ia a grandson of the 



Emperrr Francis Joseph's Bistor, tho Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth. He was born on July 
16,1875. He holds the rank of lieutenant 
in tho Archduke Joseph's regiment. 

The Correepondoucia of Madrid says that 
a Spanish squadron is going to the Antilles, 
its principal objecb being to urge the claims 
of Spain against bhe United Statea In the 
Allianoa affair. 

In connection with the celebration of So- 
den though many shops were open and the 
population of Berlin scarcely mado a com- 
plete holiday, enough patriotic sontiment 
has been manifested to compel tho oonvlo- 
tion that If occassion required, the nation 
would hold firmly togother to defend what 
they won in 1870. Ib Is impossible to be- 
lieve that thousands mado a holiday from a 
moro spirit of Idleness and curiosity, 
without desiring to give their aotlons 
a deeper moaning. Tho most efieotivo 
decoration was that of the Brandenburg 
gate. Ou the pediment was a figure of vic- 
tory, ond blazsd in letters of gold was the 
word " Sedan," below being tho words 
" How evontB havo shaped themselves under 
God's guidance," these boiug the words with 
which tho old Emperor concluded hiBdispatch 
to Queen Augusta, Informing her of tho fall 
of Sedan, lb seemed to-night as if the sun 
wished to give the signal for tho commence- 
ment of the illumination, for ib sob behind 
bhe Brandenburg gate in a flood of fiery rod, 
which bhrew Into still deoper re- 
lief tho great gateway and the black seeth- 
ing masses of humanity behind It. 
The illuminations, on tho whole, were more 
general than the decorations ; for bhoBe 
unable to buy flags could afford tho luxury 
of a few oandlos in tho windows to show 
their good will. It is stated that tho demand 
was so great thab no candles are to bo had 
in Berlin, and judging from tho floods of 
light, the Btatomenb is crodiblo.

ALBERNI MINES. 



Mr. 



Henry Saunders Back From a 
Week's Visit to That 
District. 



Quartz and Placer Claims Show the 
Yellow Metal is Abund- 
ant. 

Yesterday Mr. Henry Saunders returned 
from Alberni, where for the last week he 
has been visiting thab promising gold mining 
distriob. He cornea back more than ever 
impressed with the prospects of Alberni bb 
a mining centre. At China Creek he found 
McQuillan & Childa going ahead with the 
development of their fine placer claim the 
Duko of York. They are sinking to bed 
rock and have six or eight men employed in 
making arrangements for hydraulloing. 
While Mr. Saunders was there, Mr. Childa 
washed out a pan of dirt for his inspection. 
The resulb was numerous colors and some 
coarse gold, proving conclusively that the 
pay dirb will run high and cannot tail to 
make splendid rotnrna when hydraulloing 
Is in full blast. Some Chinamen 
who gob a lease to work during 
tho summer ab the upper part of the claims 
havo done woll and a day or two before Mr. 
Saunders' visit found a nugget worth $6 
Next summer the whole creek will be Hum- 
ed and tho prosent bed worked, when a rich 
harvest is expected. Mr. Saunders met Dr. 
Watson and hiB two daughters at China 
Creek. They made the trip with Frank 
McQuillan bo see the glories of bhe King Sol- 
omon mine, and climbed bo the bop of bhe 
mountain, 5,000 feet high, to see the magni- 
ficent view from the top. From 
China Creek Mr. Saunders went to 
Lowdon'a claim where washing waa going 
on with good rosults. Several fino spool- 
mone of quartz ooverod with coarso gold 
had boon found recently among the gold 
cleaned up. Mr. Saunders bought some of 
bhe dust and brought ib back with him. Ib 
Ib splendid coareo gold with good-sizsd 
pieces amongst ib. Sluicing work is going 
on ab present and ground is being prepared 
for hydraulloing. A littlo furthor up Min- 
eral creek Gleason is sinking a shaft on his 
placer claim and expoots to reaoh bod-rook 
thiB week. At the timo of Mr. Saunders' 
vipib he was down thirty-five feet. The 
indications on this claim are very good. 
At the head of Mineral orook is 
the Champion— Missing Link quartz 
claim bolonglng to Brown & Comerford. 
This is a grey, fn-a-milling quartz Ab pre- 
sent an open out Ib being run for bho faoo of 
a tunnol horo. A trial of tho waBte with a 
pan waB made by Mr. Saunders out of cur- 
iosity, and showed up good proapoots. The 
Alberni mine, adjoining, haa throo or four 
mon at work putting ore on the dump, 
Nino horseB wore employod paoking this oro 
to Alberni for shipment to Tacoma. Three 
tonB will bo brought down by the Louieo on 
hor next trip. Up on tho summit of the hill 
a look was taken ab the Ace of Spades mine. 
Ib haa a fine, well dofinod ledge two foob six 
inohes wide, similar bo tho Alberni ore. Mr. 
Jonos is now prospeoting it. 

Tho next movo was back again to tho 
head of China creek to visit tho Golden 
Eaglo olaim, with its splendid ton-foot lodgo 
going right ovor tho top of the mountain 
and down tho other side. A quartz mill 
and capital aro all thab are required to make 
it a great gold producer. 

Now finds havo just boen mado on the 
Yollowstone oreek, across tho summib ab tho 
head of Mineral creek. It fbwa Into Cam- 
eron river and crossos the Alberni 
trail four miles from the wagon road, 
making ib only nine miloBfrom Alberni ibsolf. 
The finds already mado Bhow it to bo as 
good as or better than Mineral Crook. A 
groat deal of ground yob remains to bo pros- 
peotod on tho tributaries of tho various 
orooks, theugh along Mineral and China 
crocks tho ground has boon probby woll 
staked out. Tho oountry has hardly boon 
touchod yet, Mr. Saundors BayB, and there 
is room for thousands of men to prospocb, 
Tho whole oountry is mineralized and plenty 
of rich finda will yet bo mado. Some splen- 
did timber is also to be found on tho hoad of 
Mineral crcok, Mr. Saunders having 
brought down with him some spooimens of 
yellow cedar of very fino quality.

Falding Decides to Waive Extradfi- 
tion Formalities and Face 
a Trial. 



Having accomplished the arrest of Wll^ 
Ham Henry Faldlng, Westminster's default- 
ing rogistrar, the provincial police aro cow 
olosing in upon J. C. Provost, news of 
whoso apprehension may bo looked . for at 
any hour. The case has boon a most diffi- 
cult one to work upon, as false trails and 
utterly unreliable " tips " have beon uncom- 
monly numerous, the latter literally pouring 
in upon the police during the past few days. 

Ib la now known to a moral certainty, how- 
ovor, that Mr. PrevoBt did not go to Hono- 
lulu by the Warrlmoo ; neither did he g» 
" up the line '•' to Cowiohan lake, or remafa 
in hiding in Victoria. And, lastly, it ic 
praotioally certain that he did nob board the 
City of Kingston after she had left her 
wharf here en roube bo the Sound on the 
23rd of last month. 

All tho Information now In hand points 
to the oonolusion that Victoria's missing 
registrar was taken over the Sbraibs in a. 
small sloop by a water-front friend well 
known throughout British Columbia. 

" Ib waB on Monday last, tho 26th, th&fc 
Prevost arrived In DungeneBB," said Mr. 
Ham. J. Lipsett, of that place, in conver- 
sation with a Colonist reporter laeb even- 
ing, "and pub up ab the Grossland house. 
He made no attompt to conceal his name or 
Identity, and looked quite himself when I 
met him on the main street and spoke te 
him a day or bo afterwards. He remained! 
until Friday, when the Pugeb Sound tug; 
Wildwood, whioh had boon lying at anchor 
all day, took him out In bhe dense fog. He 
was not taken far unless 1 am very muck 
mistaken, and will no doubt bo found before 
many days conoealed somewhere in the 
neighborhood."

That Drain Pipe Contract Was 
Awarded Without Knowledge 
of the Council. 

Elk Lake Works Reported On— An 
l_ propriatiou for Clearing Up 
Round the Shores. 



Mayor Toague and all the aldormen were 
present at thu regular meeting of tho council 
laat evening. 

A communication from the Clerk of tho 
Privy (Jounoil for Canada, in reply to a me- 
morial from the corporation of Viotoria, Bet 
forth that the government cannot entertain 
tho clty'a request that in ahall take over tho 
oharpe of the Darcey Island lazaretto and 
reimburse tho oily for tho ooab of establish- 
ing the eamo, amongj other reasons beoauso 
the matter is one for provincial and munici- 
pal rather than Dominion control. The let- 
ter was filed ufcor an anawer to a question 
by Aid. Humphrey, as to what would hap- 
pen if the Dominion government should out 
off tho $1,000 a year now paid towards the 
coat of the lazaretto. " Wo shall 
Bimply take the lepera and hand them 
over to Dr. Jonoa," said Hia Worship.

DRAIN PIPE CONTRACTS. 

(The following letter was read : 

Victoria, B.C., Aug. 30. 1895. 
To the Mayor and Corporation of the City 
of Victoria : 

Gentlemen,— I ahould like to draw the 
attention of your honorable board to aomo 
facta in oonneotion with the letting of a con- 
tract for tho aupply of 9 and 10-inch sower 
pipe and junctions by Mr. Northoott, as 
purchasing agent for tho oity, nominally to 
Mr. Ke ler.bub in reality to the Denny Clay 
Co., of Soattlo, and which I consider have 
been somewhat overlooked in tho transac- 
tion. 

In the first plaoe, I would refer to my re- 
ply to Mr. Northcott'a letter of the 2S>h 
nit., calling for tenders for tho supply cf 1S- 
inoh pipe and fittings, in whioh I drew his 
attention to the faob that all the plpo ori- 
ginally oontraoted for between this oompany 
and the oity has never boon delivered. The 
reason for breaking this contract was, I 
understand, some ohange in plana on the 
part of the olty authorities, and there was 
an undoubted understanding to the effoot 
that this company should have the privilege 
of supplying the pipe required at future 
times. Notwithstanding this, I, at the 
same time having regard to the general drop 
In prloes since the time that contract was 
made, offered to meet him to any reasonable 
extent on the subjeob of price. I may here 
add that the prioea I eventually quoted, 
and whioh were lower than the U. 
S. oompany by some $250, were preolsely 
the same figurea that I would have quoted 
in any case, and I can prove this state- 
ment. 

Mr. Northcotb having intimated that he 
would only deal with this matter by eoaled 
tender, I accordingly, on the30fch nib., filed 
my tender with him, at tho same time enter- 
ing my protest ab the aotion taken by him 
on behalf of tho oity. 

' The result of this tender waa as already 
stated, viz., that my price was about $250 
beloiv that of the Danny Clay Co,, as repre- 
sented by Mr. Keller. My prioes were based 
upon what I oonsldered the .fair market 
value of tho pipe in question. I at tho same 
time gratuitously gave tho oity the benofit 
of a reduction in the prioe of 10-iuoh pipe 
and fibtings, amounting to $100.62, on an 
order whioh had been placod with me on the 
16th July at the old schedule prices. My 
object in bo doing waa to convince the city 
authorities of my intention of dealiug with 
them in a straightforward manner, and giv- 
ing them the full advantage of any roduo- 
tlona I waa prepared to make. The amount 
of this rebate ia made up aa followa :

Trusting that I have made my meaning 
olear bo far, I will now proaeod to the 
second call for tenders, dated 22ud lust. To 
this I replied on the 23rd inab., quoting tho 
following prices : Nino-tnoh sewer pipo at 
32| cents per foob ; 9x6 Y'a ab SI. 30 each ; 
10 inch sower pipe at 45 cents per foot ; 
10x6 Y'a ab $1.30 each, theBe prioea being 
oomputed on preoiaely the same scale as 
my previous tender. The aggregate amount 
of this tender on the pipe required la : 

B. O. Pottory — §1,178 15 

Denny Clay Co — 1,093 21 

Differonoo— . 9 '0 11 

I did not hear of the result of this tonder 
nitil the morning of tho 27th InBt. By 
that timo I had the whole of the pipo re- 
quired to make up tho order In prooeea of 
manufaoturo. I understood that the pipo 
waB required ab onoe and I had no option 
but to push on with the making ao that 
there ahould be aa little delay as poasiblo 
in delivery. I may montion here that 1 
had in stook nearly all tho nlne-inah pipo 
required and about 200 foot of 10-lnch, with 
auffioient junctions to carry on the work 
until suoh timo as I could doliver tho re- 
mainder. Tho roBult of this transaction is 
to leave mo with this pipo on hand, whoro 
itis likely to remain for aomo timo. If, on 
the other hand, Mr. Keller had not got tho 
contraot, he, aa an importor, would havo 
been minua hia commission and that would 
have beon tho end of it. 

Thoro hao boon a great doal said about tho 
protectivo duty and frolght bolng sufficient) 
margin for us. So it ib In ordinary In- 
stances. But in the case of a out like tho 
present, mado with tho doliborato intention 
of driving ua out of the market, the duty 
and freight la little or no holp to us. 

iThe Denny Clay Co.'s Hat prioe for 9 inch 
pipe is tho same as ourc, 50c per foob, off 
which their usuol trado dlsoount would bo, 
aay 50 per oent :

Duty. 35 por cont — - 8Jo " 

332o " 

without any allowance bolng mado for 
freight, wharfage, oartage or breakage. 
Our prloo forjthia same pipo la 32^0 per foot 
delivorod. 

I havo, I think, given facts and figuroB 
sufficient to provo thab I havo throughout 
endoavored to doal with tho corporation in 
a fair and busincssliko manner, and that the 
prloeB I havo quoted are in no way above 
tho market value. But without a certain 
degree of rooiproolty lb is impossible bhat 
theao worka can continuo to oporate. It ia 
for you, gontlomen, to coDsldor whether Ibis 
or is nob to tho advantago of Victoria that 
tbey shall do bo. 

It Is the only ooncern of a like nature in 
tho provinoe, and employs white men only, 
who are residents of Viotoria and tho neigh- 
borhood, and tho wagos they earn oro spent) 
hore— ab any rate for tho most part. Tho [ 
amount of wages paid by tho oompany to | 



the workingmen of Viotoria from the time 
of its commencement in September, lisUO, to 
the present date, as taken from the bocks of 
the company, amounts to $83,096 05. Should 
the workB close it means in round figures 
bhab from $15,000 to $20,000 will annually 
find its woy out cf the oity. ThiB ia esti- 
mated on tho past twelve months' trading, 
and I vory much question whether, in that 
evonb, either tho city or tho preBont con- 
tractor will got their pipo aa cheaply aa they 
do now. We do not ask for any unduo 
favor whatever ab the expense of the rate 
payer, but we do ask th»t bo long aa wo will 
supply a good article at as choap a rate as it 
can bo obtainod elsewhoro wo shall be given 
oil the support and oncouragomont possible. 

I must auolog'za for having treapaaeed at 
Buch length upon your valuable time, but 
this ia a matter of sorious importanoe to 
this industry, and, I venture to think, to 
ths community at large. I am sure, how- 
evor, that as such it will roceivo you careful 
consideration.

Ald. HUMPHREY thoughb the sewerage 
committee owed some explanation to the 
counoil aa to their aotion. He certainly 
considered thab the mutter ahould havo 
como before tho council before the contract 
was awarded. In his opinion the prioea 
quoted against tho pottery oompany wore 
uobthe regular prlcsB, but only quoted to 
drive that oompany out of business. 

Ald. Macjiillan on bohalf of the com 
mittee made a lengthy explanation, 
from which ib anpoarod that tho 
committee had boon informed by 
Mr. Barham thab, anticipating tho wants 
of the corporation, whom they had been 
aupplylng for yeara, the company had been 
for aix weeks manufacturing tho pipes for 
whioh tenders were called. Mr. Barham 
had objeoted to tho oalling for tenders, as 
a breach of faith with the oompany, but had 
put in a tender under protoat, making a con- 
siderable roduotion on tho prices formerly 
paid to tho company. For tho two lota of 
pipe tendered for lately tho contract waa 
awarded bo bhe loweat tenderer In each case, 
ono to the Terra Cotta oompany to the 
amount of $3,200, and ono of $1,099 to Mr. 
Keller — the saving to tho oity compared 
with the old rates being about $500. 

Ald. Cameron, a momber of tho commit- 
tee, thoughb thab In quality andprlcea they 
had done tho boat for the oity, and that they 
were carrying out the wish of the council In 
awarding the contract to tho lowest ten- 
derer. They did not know anything about 
the company manufacturing the pipe, but 
only knew thab bhe man putting in the ton- 
der was a oitlzen who had never before re- 
oelved an order. 

Ald. Partridge, another member of the 
committee, wished It understood bhat he 
waa Dot present at tho meeting when the 
contraot waa awarded. If be had been, he 
did not know how he would have voted, for 
it was certainly very hard for a ooncern em- 
ploying white labor hero to compete with 
one perhaps employing Chinamen in Seattle. 
He Intended to be at the meeting, but must 
hi va made a mistake as to the time. 

Ald. Hall had been astonished to find 
thab suoh a contract had been awarded 
without laying bhe tenders before bhe whole 
council, In whose presenoe they oughb to 
have been opened. He thought the local 
company should have recoived greater con 
slderation. Ho himself knew nothing about 
the transaotlon until he read the leading 
artiole in tho Colonist. 

Ald. Humphrey pointed oub thab bhe 
Terra Cotta oompany had from time to 
time, wibhoub any tenders, reduced the 
prioea for pipes supplied to the corporation 

Ald. Wilson considered that the com- 
mittee did vory wrong in passing over a 
local oompany, employing white labor, and 
paying the people's money to a firm In 
Seattle omploying, he believed, only 
Chinese. The Americans are more 
patriotic in this respeot, and bettor pro 
teotlonlstH, for they would novor aend over 
to Viotoria for anything they could make 
themselves. Tho sooner we oommenoa in 
Viotoria to patronize home Industries the 
hotter, particularly when aB in this in 
stance tiho quality of the pipe made ia ao 
Buperlor. He felb sorry — to introduce 
another matter — that the contract for tho 
eleotrla light maohlnery had not been 
awarded to our own concern— the Albion 
Iron Works. 

Ald. McLellan also waa surprised at tho 
chairman of the sewerage commibtee (Aid. 
Macmillan), who talked so fnuch about 
giving employment to our own people and 
aboub the oounoil having the super 
vision of all contracts, and yet had 
given a large contraob to a foreign 
concern wibhoub letting the council 
know anything about ib, He thought) the 
saving of $97 claimed to have been made ia 
very email compared with what the work 
logmen of the olty will lose. 

Ald. Bragc had always understood that 
for everything over $50 the committees had 
to consult the counoil before awarding oon 
bracta, and he hoped the public would un 
derstund thab In this inatanoo tho majority 
of tho members of tho oounoil, and even one 
member of tho committee, knew nothing 
abonb it. 

Tho communication was then filed. 

C. MoKsy Smith wrote in reply to tho 
offer of tho council to tako ovor tho streets 
crossing tho property of Hon. Amor de 
Cosmos, at tho bead of Pandora street, 
withont compensation, that it could not bo 
entertained. 

The building lespeotor reported tho 
woodon building ab the cornor of Douglas 
and Viow atrootB to be in an unsafe condi- 
tion, and thab it ought to be removed. 
Tabled. 

An application from Alexandor Maolean, 
for readmiesion to the Old Men's Homo, was 
preBonted by the Mayor. Several members 
expressed the opinion that ho Is not a fit 
charactor for the homo, where he misbe- 
haved himself ; and the Salvation Army will 
be asked to take care of him. 

A petition from oooupanta of the noigh 
boring promises, complaining of a nuisanao 
Bald to bo caused by tho operations of the 
Canada Paint Co., wbb road. This recited 
the several attempts which have boen mado 
to seoure abatement. 

Ald. Partridge Bald he had visited tho 
premises after seeing the letter on file, and 
found that stops aro being taken to prevent 
a contlnuanoo of tho nuisance. 

Roferrod to the sanitary inspeotor. 

A numbor of property ownora on Craig- 
fiowor road asked for an additional lamp, 
oppoaite tho resldenco of Mr. J. Styles. Ro- 
ferrod to the light committoe. 

The Btreota committee roportod, in tho 
matter of Mr. Tom Kains' letter respecting 
a lane botweon Menzlos and Lewis streets, 
bhat tho road has never boon takon over by 
bhe olty.

The R M.S. Empress of China^whioh ar- 
rived from the Orient yesterday, brings the 
unwelcome uowb that oholera ia spreading 
rapidly in both China and Japan, eBpeoially 
in the Northern di3triota of the latter 
country. Iho aggregato number of oases 
in Japan during the past four months was 
on the 19th August, 25,001 ; with a death 
roll of 1G.U7S. At the date quoted the 
now cases numbered 771, with 429 deaths. 
In Tokyo, the oapital, thero were IS now 
oases on the 21st ult., two of which resulted 
fatally. A tolegram from Mr. Chinda, the 
Japanese consul at Shanghai, reported 2G3 
deathB among tho Chinese and 2 among the 
foroignere in tho British and Amorioan con- 
cessions, during tho first fortnight of 
August, In view of this state of affairs 
existing, tho Dominion officials will insiBt 
on the strictest attention being paid 
to quarantine regulations by all arrivals 
from the Orient. Yoatercky'a steamer 
brought no J*pineBe passengers, but tho 
Chlnose were all eubjeotod to thorough in- 
spection before a olean bill of health waa 
given by thu quarantine superintendent. 
Among the saloon paBsengers by the big 
white liner was the well known Commander 
Conyera Lkng, R N., who twonty five years 
ago made many frionds horo while serving 
on tho North Pacifio station ; ho has for 
years paBt been in Chinese waters, where ho 
haB won desorved recognition as an 
eminent authority on all naval and 
marine matters. Commander Lang lefo 
the Empress hero and will for a few days 
enjoy the hospitality of tho Dallas. Charles 
E. Frlpp, of tho London Graphio'B artist 
staff, has been touring round the world and 
will break hiB long journey at Vancouver, 
of whioh city hiB brother, Mr. R. MacKay 
Frlpp, is a prominent resident. Mr. Wil 
liam Thompson is a banker of Washington, 
D C, now on his way home from a second 
summer visit to Japan, and Miss 
Grace Hawthorne, the actross, is re 
turning to England from a profes 
sional tour of the far EaBt. Other 
leaa notable members of "tho profession " 
were found " for'rd " In tho persons of 207 
Chinese who will secure entry to tho United 
States as members of the Yong brothers 
theatrical company, on routo to Atlanta, 
Ga. , to give a series of unique performances 
in connection with the great Cotton States' 
exposition. The proprietors, Loang and 
Kee Yong, are old-time ViotorianB, the 
former being still a member of the firm of 
King Tye k Co.; and before passing on to 
Vanoouver they vouchsafed the promise 
that the entire company would bo seen in 
Victoria prior to their return to the 
Flowery Kingdom. The Empress had a fair 
passage over, but on the second day from 
Yokohama passed the San Francisco liner 
City of Peking, 80 milea out of her oourse 
and showing the marks of rough handling 
by a reoent storm. Two sailing vessels, evi- 
dently American bound tea ships, were also 
sighted en route, but not spoken owing to 
the Intervening distance. 

MARINE NOTES. 

By an unfortunate error tho ships Howth 
and Glenalvon were referred to in yester- 
day's issue as loading at Liverpool for Van- 
couver charterers. Both are, in faot, on 
berth for Viotoria direot, the Howth for 
Robert Ward &Co , Ltd., and the Glenal- 
von for the R. P. Rithet company. 

The British barkentlue Splnway, Capt. 
Garrlck, fifty-Blx days out from Shanghai, 
cailed into Esquimalt yeBterday morning 
under charter to load lumber for Free- 
mantle, Australia. Where she will load is 
nob yet known, but it ia thought it will be 
at one of the Mainland mills. The Spin- 
way's voyage here was uneventful.

TEE JURY TROUBLE. 

We observe that some of tho American 
newspapers are diaguated with tho way in 
whioh juriea are ohoaen in tho United 
States. They aee how absurd it is and how 
detrimental to the cause of justioe bo spend 
five wooka and to exhaust a pinel of 3,600 
iu soleotiog a jury of twolve men. Thoy 
freely acknowledge the superiority in every 
way of tho English practice. Bub they do 
nob blame the judges of tho trial courts or 
the lawyers for the obstructions that are 
placed in tho way of having justice done in 
criminal cases. Thia ia what the San Fran- 
ciaco Examiner aays on the subjaob of " Tho 
Jury Trouble " : 

The trial oourb and tho proBooubion and 
the attorneya for the defonoo are in no way 
to blame for the travoaty on justioe that Uas 
boon going on. Tho methods followed have 
been bhoae laid down by the Supremo oourb, 
and any departure from them would give a 
now trial in cjiso of a oonviction. The laws 
barring qualifiod citizens from jury service 
aro almost entirely tbo creation of the appal- 
late oourta of the country. The atatuto 
qualifiaationB follow oloaely bhoso imposed 
by bho Eoglish laws on which the jury syB- 
totn ia foundod. The faot that in England 
tho drab twelve men who go into the box 
usually form tho jury, while in America 
weeks and sometimes, months are required 
to fiod twelvo qualified men, ia due almost 
wholly to tho law making propensities of the 
appellate oourtB direotod by thoir evident 
belief that lawa are for bho protoobion of the 
criminal and neb tho publio. 

Ib ia a trite saying that tho jury ayatem 
should bo reformed. That has baoome ovl- 
donb and one of the first reforms ought bo be 
in bhe methods of soleotiog tho jury. No 
ono bolieves that the jury system as it ox- 
istB in California io moro successful than tho 
jury system aa ib is found in England or 
Franco. On the contrary, tho system ia 
more often a failure here than elsewhere. 



INEXCUSABLE DELAY. 

The Sultan has disappointed those who 
believed that he ia a man of good intentions 
»nd that ho ne( ils only the opportunity to 
io a considerate and a humane ruler. That 
opportunity baa been afforded him. Ib has 
been proved thab some of his eubjoots have 
bsen most barbarously treated by his own 
civil and military servants. Christian 
Powora have taken care that the details of 
these atrocities should reaoh his oars. The 
information thab ho has reoeived reapeoting 
tho outrages committed in Armenia has no 
doubt been full. He has boen urgently re- 
quested bo institute reforms in that part of 
his dominions — reforms thab he must know 
»ro imperatively required. He has pro- 
mised to grant bho requeab of tho Powers. 
Yet time paaao8 and nothing ia done. The 
case of the unfortunate Armenians is said 
by witneaaes whose credibility it would be 
Jolly to doubt, to be now even worse than it 
was a few months ago when ail the civilized 
world waa horrified to read the aaocunts of 
xtrooitios oommitted by the Turks on the 
Armenians. 

" From every part of tho empire 
cornea news of increasing desperation 
among the people. In the region of Mooah 
there ia already famine ; on the plaina of 
Krzeroum the harvest ia good, but the 
farmors dare not gather ib for fear of tho 
Xurds ; in Northern Moaopotamla the Chris- 
tians are fleeing from the villages, and oven 
U\e Kurdiah nomada have to aak for Gov- 
irnment protection in going to their moun- 
tain paaturagea ; in Cenbral AbIb Minor the 
Armonian revolutionists are again oroating 
disturbance, he ving murdered two promin- 
anb Armenians for no other pur- 
pose than a desire to create a 
disturbance and attract the notice of foreign 
powers ; and Bulgarian briganda have at- 
tacked one of bhe few remaining Turkiah 
Jowns iu the province of Adrlanoplo. 
Everywhere from Albania to Bagdad uncer- 
tainty, anxiety and distress havo roaultod in 
inch tonaion that bhero is conatanb appre- 
hension lost the people of all olaasos in aheer 
desperation aiiao on maaao and strike at 
Anything within roach, ovon though tho only 
and immodiato roaulb be their own destruc- 
tion. " 

Yet, chough hia Empire iB in thia dread- 
ful condition, tho Sultan remains aupino. 
Ho puto off those who urge him to initiate ro- 
lorms with courteous words and plausible 
promises, yob ho allows the abuoos to con- 
tinue without taking a single stop to loason 
them. Io ia Bald that the Turks have de- 
termined to extirpate tho Arm. 
snians, and tho late outragoa woro 
tho commencement of tho diabolical 
work. Ib waa said thab tho Sultan know 
nothing of thia horrible anhomo, bub hie 
allowing bho oppressors of this unfortunate 
pooplo a free hand looks very muoh aa if he 
b nob aa ignoranb of ib as ho la represented 
io bo. 

If tho Sultan takoa no stop in tho direc- 
tion of roform, if ho doos nob attempt to put 
a stop to tbo outrages that aro still being 
oommitted on hia Christian Bubjoota, what 
iio the powora, Croat Britain, France and 
Russia, proposo to do! Tho Loader of the 
British Government has spokon in no un- 
certain tono on tho subject of tho Armonian 
outrages. Doea ho intond to go no furthor ! 
We havo not hoard what the Czar haa said 
on tho subjoot; and, as far as wo know, the 
jtatoemon of Franco havo gono no furthor 
than to protest officially and to apply 
Sontle, diplomatio pressure. There 
are no indications yet that tho 
protesting Powora havo bocomo peremptory 
In tholr language, or havo 8hown that thoy 
aroproparod, if thoir protoBta aro disregard- 
ed, to follow thorn up by prompt and onor- 
Eotlo sotion. It sooma ovident now that un- 
til tho Powora convinoe the Sultan that they 
aro in earnest and that oonaequoncea moot 
serious to himself and hie Government will 
lollow a continuation of the oppreaaion of 



PRETTY CLEAR. 



At Grand Rivor, in the County of Gaspo, 
Mr. Laurier found ib necessary to he more 
explicit in his etatements relative to tho 
Manitoba school question than he had been 
in other parts of the oountry. A telegram 
to tho Montreal Star, in which the proceed- 
ings of one of Mr. Laurier's meetings are 
described, contains the following para- 
graphs : 

An eleotor, Dr. Eonls, then having ob- 
tained leavo to pub a question, inquired if 
Mr. Laurior'a projeot'ed aettloment of tho 
matter would be after the Greenway-Martin 
non-intervention plan, or on the linea desired 
by the Manitoban Catholio minority. Ho 
alao asked if Mr. Laurier and his party 
would support Sir Maokenzie Bowell should 
he submit to Parliament legislation in favor 
of the Roman Catholics, 

To the direob queBbiou Mr. Laurier 
answered thab he wanted legislation on bhe 
lines suggested by bhe poople of Quebeo, 
that Mr. Martin did nob spoak for the Lib- 
eral party, and thab he, bho loader of bhe 
Liberals from Vancouver bo Halifax, would 
supporb Sir Maokenzie Bowoll'a roadjusb- 
menb of bbia thorny queation if aettled in ac- 
cordance with the just demands of the 
Roman Catholics. 

Thia ia clear enough, and shows that Mr. 
Laurier takea the Quebeo vlow of tho quea- 
tion. Ib appoara that ho aonaidors thab hia 
Quebeo compatriots are bho proper judgea of 
whab are " the just demands of tho Roman 
Catholics." This is dearly involved in the 
previous statement, " thab ho wanted legis- 
lation on the lines suggested by the peoplo 
of Quebeo." There ia Borne hope now that 
bofore Parliament meets tho oountry will 
know juab where Mr. Laurier atanda on the 
Manitoba queation. If tho ubberance wo 
havo quoted above is sincere, and if Mr. 
Laurier actB up to it, tho poople of tho Do- 
minion need not bo surprised to Booths Hon. 
Mr. Laurier, whon that question oomoB up 
before Parliament, voting on tho same side 
aB Sir Maokonzio Bowell.

"The opinion of tho oivilized world" 
aays the Times, " ia that the present 
attack upon Madagascar ia upon the 
part of France a wanton uggreaaioD, a 
merely piratical adventuro, like the »btaok 
upon Slam. This is whab ail the world be- 
lieves aboub these Frenoh Bchemos of oon- 
queBb. No oivilized power opposes them, 
booanso no Buch power has any Interest that 
would warrant opposition. But when ib 
appears that in the prosecution of one of 
these piratical adventures a citiz;n of such 
a power has been sentenced to imprisonment 
for a term of years, ib is not only tho right 
bub bhe duty of tho nation conoerned to 
insist upon satisfying itself of the justico 
of bhe procedure, in favor of the juscico of 
which thero ia no presumption whatever." 

Ib can bo vory readily understood thab an 
Amorioan oitizan accused of committing 
offences in Madagascar against) Frenoh 
martial law would havo vory llttlo favor 
ahown him by a Frenoh oourb martial. The 
demand of the United Statea Government 
to examine tho proceedings in tho caBO to 
find oub whether justico had boen done a oiti- 
zen whom it is boun d to prot6Cb, sooma to be no 
tnoro than reasonable. The Fronoh Gov- 
ernment no doubt believes that it is justified 
in hesitating to comply with tho demand of 
the Unitod States Ambassador, bub ib is 
more bhan likely that it will before long re 
cedo from tho position ib has taken. If 
hesitation culminate in refusal it Ib hard to 
aay what aBpeob tho disputo will take. The 
poople of tho United States aro very tonaci 
oua of their rights when tho life or the 
liberty of an American citizen is concerned, 
and they will go to almost any length to 
havo what thoy considor justico dono. 

The aontenoo pronounced againBt Mr. 
Waller is a very aevere one. If ho is a man 
paat middle age it moans mosb likely im- 
prisonment for life. Tho offence whioh a 
man commits to deserve auoh a punishment 
mu3t be vory sorioub, and it must bo proved 
beyond the shadow of a doubb. We aro, 
thorefore, nob surprised bbab the United 
States Government has taken a determined 
stand in this matter.

The United States has what promisos to 
bo a somewhat aerioua diaputo with France, 
A Frenoh court martial in Madagascar tried, 
conviotod, and eontencod to twenty years' 
imprisonment an American oltizon, who was 
bIbo an Amorioan consul. If Greab Bribain 
had done this Amerioan nowspapors from ono 
end of tho Unitod States to tho other would 
bo acroaming with indignation, but aa tho 
act has beon committed by France thoy aro 
wonderfully quiet. 

It is admitted that if Mr. Wallor, for that 
ia the unfortunato ex-aonsul's name, had 
boon tried by a proporly oonBtitutod oivil 
court thoro would bo nothing moro to say. 
Civilized nations are bound to rospoot 
bho decisions of oach other's courts 
and to proBumo thab justice is 
dono to all, whether nativo or alien, who 
aro triod boforo them. Bub this, tho Am- 
oricana contond, ia not as a mattor of inter- 
national courtesy, bo be proaumod of courts 
martial. 

" Thoro is no dispute about tho principle," 
tho Now York Times Bays, " that tho deci- 
sions of tho civil coucts of ono country aro 
not subjocb to review by tho Government of 
anothor oountry. But lb is ovidonb that tho 
oaso is dlfforonb with courts-martial. A 
court-martial is primarily a moans of main- 
taining military discipline, and persona who 
havo voluntarily submitted thomaelvea to 
that discipline uro the proper objeots of Its 
operation!!, Whon it assumes to take bho 
plaoo of bho oivil law, ib is boaauso bhero is 
no othor than martial law within tho aphoro 
ol its operations, so thab as a tribunal it is 
necessarily provisional and unsatisfactory. 
Whon a court-martial undortadoa to adjudi- 
oUo tho offences of foreigners, it undertakes 
a very tiokliah bualnoaB, and it ia the righb 
of tho foreign Government to oxamino its 
procoodinRB iu ordor to ascertain whether 
injustice has boon done. It is the demand 
for this examination upon whioh our Am- 
bassador to Franco haa beon ordorod to in- 
sist and whioh tho French Government has 
evaded so long an to inareaso tho presump- 
tion raised by tho circumstances of tho case."

In his opinion and 
in that of Eastern people who have 
seen them play, they are fastor and 
neater than any of the aggregations in 
the senior league. ' Our field,' Bays Mr. 
Suckling, ' ia very faBt. We have two men 
who oan go a hundred yards in 10 J eeoonds, 
and two faster than that who aro going to 
compete in tho fall gameB on Octobor 5 at 
Toronto of tho Amateur Athletio Associa- 
tion of Canada. Our homo is light but fast, 
and depends on combination.

A Thanksgiving; Service at Christ Church 
Cathedral for Ills Safe Keturn. 

After an absonco of six months tho Bishop 
of Columbia and Miss Perrin returned home 
yosterday from England. Bishop Forrin is 
quite restored to health and ready to ro- 
sumo the duties which ho waB torced by 
illness to relinquish for a time. As on tho 
ocaasion of first coming to Victoria two 
yoara ago, a service of thanksgiving for the 
Bishop's aafo arrival wus held at the cathe- 
dral at 5 o'clock yeatorday, Rov. Canon 
Boanland8, Rev. J, B Howeteon, Rev. I'. 
Jenns, Rov. C. K. Sharp, Rev. W. D. Bar- 
bor and Rev. J. B. HasUm met the Bishop 
and Venorablo Archdeacon Scrivcn at the 
Bouth door, and thon, preceded by the 
ohoir, proceeded up the ohurch, 
singing tho processional hymn, " The 
Church's Ono Foundation." Among the 
congregation gathered for the ocoasion were 
the Governor-General, tho Countess of 
Abordeon and tholr family. After tho oven- 
song sorvlco and boforo tho bonodiotion was 
pronounced, Btehop Perrin spoko briefly, re- 
ferring to tho time that he had first como 
horo in 1893 whon a similar sorvloo was 
hold, Ho had thon arrived in Victoria now 
to tho peoplo and tho work that was before 
him, but now ho came back among friends 
with ronowod hopo in his" work, and as his 
motto, tho words of St. Paul, " Exporlence, 
work, hopo." Ho then gave tho blossing 
and dismissed tho congregation. 

Spoaking of his visit to Kogland yoster- 
day Bishop Perrin said ho folt now quite 
restored to health. Ho had not boon able 
to do vory much whilo away, for his physi- 
cians had advised him that perfeot rest was 
imperative. As soon as ho had reached 
England ho bad taken tho best modical 
advice and was assured that tho operation 
performed on him in Victoria had boon a 
perfect success. After ho had regained his 
strength somewhat ho was »ent to Switzer- 
land, whoro ho fully recovered. Now ho 
returned to British Columbia ready for 
labor again and with a vory strong hopo of 
what may bo accomplished horo.

Members of the Local Bar Want a 
Professional Man Appointed 
Registrar. 

It "Would Facilitate Business and 
Make Litigation Less Expensive 
to Clients. 



the government had unoxcelled facilities fcr 
the filinR away of dooumente. For this 
reason, if for no other. It would be as well 
to follow up tho resolution by having a com- 
mittee wait upon the mombers of tha gov- 
ernment to press home upon thorn tha neces- 
sity which exista for the carrying out of the 
principle in question. 

The meeting then adjourned. The com- 
mittee appointed to waic upon the govern- 
ment will do bo at tho first opportunity and 
endeavor to havo the views of tho profession 
carried into tffsot. 



The members of the legal fraternity in 
Victoria have placed on the record their 
deBire that when the government ahall fill 
the proaent vacanoicB in tho oluoo of tho 
registrar of the Supremo court, tho men 
selected for theae important positions shall 
be men with a legal training, in ahort, law- 
yers, like themselves. This was dono at a 
numerously attonded mooting of the barris- 
ters and solioitora of the city held yesterday 
afternoon at the office, of Messrs. Bodwell & 
Irving. It waB a representative meeting of 
the profession, called on short notioo to con- 
sider this question and to put Into tho form 
of a resolution that whioh ia and has beon 
for some time past the individual opinion of 
every lawyer in town. 

Mr. E V. Bodwell ocoupied tho ohair, 
Mr. H. E. A. Robortaon being selected aa 
secretary. 

The ohairman in oponing the mooting 
stated that evory member of the profession 
present knew tho object of tho mooting. The 
appointment of a registrar of tho Supremo 
court was o matter, he Baid, whioh, while it 
only iniUreotly affeotod tho lawyers thorn- 
selvoe, waB of tho greatest importance to 
their clients and to the publio at largo. 
It was of the utmost) importance that 
tho affaire of suoh an offico should 
be conducted in the moat porfeob manner 
possible, and ho hnd no doubt that all 
present would agree with him that it was 
necessary that a membor of the profession 
should be appointod to preside over the 
affairs of the otlioe. Tho registrar had 
various matters referred to him by tho 
court whioh required the exeroiBO of a good 
deal of judicial discretion, so that proper ro- 
porta and returns could be made to tho 
court npon principles of law in aooordanoo 
with established preoedents. Probably all 
the lawyers in town had experienced grave 
difficulties In oonduotlng various branohes 
of the aotiona they had to do with, through 
the fact that a professional man was not in 
the office of registrar, and all had felt from 
time to time that the expenBe of litigation 
wae considerably increased by being com- 
pelled to go before a judge to doolde aome 
petty question whioh would othorwlse havo 
been disposed of by tho registrar 
had ho been a professional man. 
Nearly all tho dlffioultios could 
be readily overcome if tho offico wore in the 
hands of a competent lawyer. He in com- 
mon with other members of the profession 
had, under these circumstancee, thought it 
was his duty to express to the proper 
authorities his feelings on this point. Tho 
lawyers felt that it waB in their own in- 
terests and in the interests of tho publio to 
express their opinion as a body, and for that 
reason, in order to permit of this being 
done, the present meeting had beon oalled. 
He waB satisfied that suoh an expression 
would be given of the foelings of the profes- 
sion that it would have some weight and in- 
fluence with the government when the posi- 
tion of registrar came to bo filled. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. H. B. W. Aikmanaaid that he entire- 
ly agreed wleh the remarks which had boon 
made by Mr. Bodwell. He could speak 
from an experience of from 25 to 30 years, 
both in praotloe and out s ot practice, of the 
difficulties that were placod in the way of 
Bolloitors doing what they ooneidered their 
full duty to their olients, by the faot that 
there were not professional men placed in 
these important poBltionBat the head of the 
Jegistry offices. All were agreed upon this 
point, and praotloally all Chat could be done 
at the present time was to express their uni- 
ted opinion in the shape of a resolution. 

Mr. Samuel Perry Mills agreed that with 
a professional man at the head of affairs in 
the regiatry office the work of tho solicitorB 
would be muoh expedited, although be felt 
bound to say that the late regietrar, Mr. 
PrevoBb, had brought to bear upon his work 
a largo amount of oommonsenae, whioh had 
assisted very materially in solving some of 
the difficult legal points that were raiaed 
before him. He was glad to have this op- 
portunity to bear testimony to tho service 
which Mr. Harvey Combe and Mr. Arthur 
Koast, the deputy registrars, had rendered 
during the past four or five yearB, and 
thought it would be but an act of simple 
justice if tho government were to recognizj 
that work now by some substantial means. 

Mr. J. Stuart Yates concurred in the 
opinions that had been OTp'essed as to the 
desirability of having a competent profeB- 
sional man in the position of regletror, and 
hoped that when the unanimoua opinion of 
the Bar wae expressed in tho ahapo of a re- 
solution to tho government, it would reBult 
in Buch a man being appointod. 

Mr. P. Ai Irving drew attention to tho 
resolution which had beon passed at tho an- 
nual mooting of the Law Socioty of tiritiah 
Columbia in March last, when tho quoatlon 
of the reorganization of tho regiBtry office 
system had been diaciiSBed, and when the 
Bur of the ontiro province- had unanimous- 
ly agreed that only professional mon should 
be appointed to the important positions of 
registrars. Tho attontion of tho govern 
ment had at that timo boon called to the 
conditions that thon existod, and tho local 
members of tho Bar would, in passing a 
resolution such as hud been Bug^oatod, be 
but following up, anil that at an opportune 
timo, the lines then laid down. 

After Bome furthor discussion taken part 
in by MoaBra. Archor Martin, Llndloy 
Croaeo, J. A. Aikman, J. P. Walla, Thorn- 
ton Fell and L. P. Duff, the following roBO- 
lution was framed and oarriod unanimously: 

" Whereas tho Law Socioty of British Col- 
umbia at its annnal mooting hold at tho city of 
Victoria on tho 4th day cf March, 181)5. paBaod 
a resolution in tho following torma : 

" Koaolved that In tho opinion of this moot- 
ing tho registry offices of tlio Supromo court of 
British Co.umbla should bo rnorRanizod, and 
that to each olllcor in tno registry should bo 
allotted certain specific functions to ho per- 
formed by him, and that in tho future appoint- 
ments to tho position of registrars of tho Su- 
premo court should, as far as possible, bo made 
from momhera of tho profession : 

" And whorons this mooting desires to 
roitorato and ondorso tho prlnclplo embodied 
in tho Baid resolution ; 

" Bo it thoroforo resolved, t hat in tho opinion 
of this mooting, tlio public interest impera- 
tively demands that tho prosont vaoancies in 
tho ofllcos of tho Itcgistrar of tho Supromo 
Court of British Columbia should bo filled by 
members of tho legal profession ; 

" And bo it furthor resolvod that a copy of 
this resolution bo forwardod to tho Hon. tho 
Attornoy-Gonornl with a ruiuest that tho gov- 
ornmontglvo effect to tho views abovo ox. 
press od." 

Mr. Pv. T. Elliott thon moved, secondod 
by Mr. J. Stuart Yates, that a committee 
bo appointed to wait upon the government 
and personally present and urgo tho reasons 
ior tho above resolution, This waB also oar- 
rlad unanimously, and the committee ap- 
pointed was Messrs. H. B. W. Aikman and 
E. V. Bodwell.

BIMETALLISM. 



Mr. Balfour's Declaration Regarded as a 
Grave Blow— Opinion of a British 
Member of Parliament. 

London, Sept. 3. — An editorial in the 
Times comments upon the gravo blow whioh 
Mr. A. J. Balfour's statement 1b to tho hopes 
of tho German and American bimetallists. 
Mr. Balfour, it will bo remembered, atated 
in the Houso of Commons that he did not 
bellovo that an international bimotallic con- 
ference would result in on ugrooment cn a 
ratio, Tho Times says : 

" Tho Amorioan bimetallists aro made of 
sterner stuff than the Germans, and will 
therefore continue to agitate : but it is Iiibb 
likely than ever that they will carry the 
country with them. There seoms no chance 
that cither political party will allow itself 
to fall under tho sway of tho silver mon. 
The recent publicity of tho ainiB of the bi- 
metallio party hero has boen a rovelatlon 
and a warning. We trust the trade revival 
now in progress will comploto tho one, and 
that wo shall hoar Iobs and lion annm bimet- 
allism from any quarter." 

In reply to an invitation to join a parlia- 
mentary committoo for tho purpoao of fur- 
thering tho proposal for an international 
conference, having in viow an agreement for 
the adoption of an international aystem of 
aurrency, Sir John Teng, aenior member of 
parliament for tho city of Dundee, writes aa 
follows: " I fear that if I joined tha com- 
mittee It would bo assumed that I had be- 
como a bimotalllat, wheroaa I have never 
been able to aoe how a double standard could 
work, one of the metals being praotloally inr- 
movable and tho other a very movablo quan- 
tity. At tho same time I am in favor of an 
International oonference upon oondition the 
members be not delegated to represent fixed 
views, but sent with free mindB."

Recognitions of Distingaislied Ser vices 
During: the Recent War -Ming: 
Family Amnestied. 



Foreign Envoys Assailed for Apatuy 
in Connection With the Mis- 
sionary Outrages. 



(Advices by Emprosa of China.) 

The cholera increases in Peking, and the 
deaths exceed 1,500 daily. 

Viscount Takashlma has been appointod 
vico-govomor of Formosa. 

Russian Bhlps are making surveys of the 
river Sunghwa, whiah runs through a part 
of Manchuria. 

Viscount Miura was gazetted Japanese 
envoy to Korea on AugUBt 20. 

The Crown Prinoe of Japan is suffering 
from an attack of pneumonia and his life is 
in danger. 

One thousand returned Japanese prisoners 
wero delivered at Taku on August 19 by a 
Japanese steamer. The Chinese assort that 
they havo only two Japanese prisoners yot 
to restore. 

Tho Osaka Cotton Spinning Company 
proposes to establish a lino of stoamers from 
Japan to porta on the woat coast of Mexico, 
chiefly to facilitate the importation of raw 
cotton into Japan. 

An amnesty to the mombers of the Ming 
family has been grantod by tho King of 
Korea at tho Quoen's solicitation. Several 
of them have already returned and are ex 
peoted soon to reBume their share of political 
control. 

On AuguBt 20 the second Japanose bullo 
tin of rewardB and promotions for distin- 
guished service during the war waa issued. 
(The number of olvil ofliolals designated Is 
very small. Viscount Mutsu is promoted to 
the grade of Count and docoratod with the 
Grand Cordon of tho Order of tho Rising 
Sun. Ito Miyoji, chief secretary to the aab 
inet, is created a Baron and receives the first 
class insignia of tho Order of tho Mirror, 
Honors are bestowod upon officers of tho 
army and navy — fifty altogether. Various 
gradeB of the Order of the Rising Sun, Mir 
rnr, Golden Kite, and Merit are also liber' 
ally conferred. Numerous additionalawards 
are anticipated. In Acknowledgment of tho 
valor displayed by Major-General Otern, 
who lost his life at the taking of Wei-hai- 
wei forts, the eldest son of that officer is cre- 
ated a baron. 

The envoys of tho United Statoa and 
Great Britain in Peking are assailed with 
excessive vlolenoe by their countrymen in 
China for alleged neglect of duty in conneo 
tion with the missionary outrages at Ku. 
oheng and Chengtu. Immediate retribution 
for the atrocitlea is demanded, and, as this 
cannot be summarily inflicted, the ministers 
are accused of heartless indifferenos. Tho 
British consular officials are still more bit 
terly arraigned, tho incumbent at Foo 
Chow being particularly charged with re- 
prehensible delay in ordering an investiga- 
tion of the orime. Tho Emperor has or- 
dered the degradation of the chief magistrate 
of Kuobeog, and has iBBued a decree for the 
extirpation of tho Vegetarian Society by the 
Fokien vioeroy. That his command can bo 
enforced Is considered doubtful. The wll- 
lingnosa of tho envoys to accept a Chinese 
escort for the English and American com- 
mission to Kncbeng is moro severely blamed 
than any other of their reputed misdeeds. 
Many Englishmen believe that the governor 
of Hong Kong should have been required to 
provide a detachment of troops from the 
colonial garrison. The governments at 
Washington and London are nrged to tako 
direct action, and exaot reparation without 
consulting their representatives at the 
Chinese capital. Several of the American 
commissioners appear confident that this 
appeal will be granted, and that the regular 
courae of procedure will be Bet aside in com- 
pliance with their wishes. 

"AFFLICTED AND TORMENTED." 

Suflerinfirs of Missionaries In China— Christ- 
ians-Brutally Beaten— Officials 
Powerless to Help. 

New York, Sept. 3. — Reports from mem- 
bers of the American Baptist Missionary 
Union in China to the Baptist Missionary 
Magazine, [show that the uprisings were 
moro general than has been told before 
During the laBt week of May and the first of 
June all the missionary stations in Western 
China were looted by mobs, and 146 mis- 
sionaries, men, women and children were 
driven away, escaping only with their lives. 
In the provinoe of Szechuan, there wero 
many small stations scattered over tho 
valley of tho Yangtse river. Whilo the 
.anthoritien seomed to have tried in some 
instances to protect tho missionaries, tho 
only service they were able to render was 
to help them to osoapa. The missionaries 
fled hundreds of milos down tho river, 
hardly carrying as much as a ohango of 
clothing, and reaching plaoes of safoty only 
after two weekB of hardship. 

In Chengtu, the capital of tho provinoe of 
Szechuan, a placard was posted on May 28, 
asserting that the "foreign barbarians" 
wero hiring evil characters to steal small 
children from thorn. The next day a mob 
of several thousand toro down tho Canadian 
Methodist mission and tho property of tho 
two Protestant soclotios and tho Catholic 
building. Tho missionaries appealed to tho 
magistrate of tho city, but he told them ho 
was powerless. With tho aid of tome 
friendly nativos they effected thoir osoapo. 
Than the cry went up : " Tho time haB como 
to turn all tho missionaries out of Szjchuan." 
A part of the mob divided into smallor par- 
ties and took tho various roads out of town, 
en route for tho other mission oontro In all 
cities tbe most inflammatory placards wero 
posted on the walls. Riots immediately 
followed. 

The BaptlBt missionaries beliove the riots 
were incited by membora of tho official 
clasa, bu.t to all appearances tho atudenta 
wero at the bottom of the misohiof. Thoy 
published a placard fixing the dato for the 
destruction of tho missionary proporty at 
Sui Chaufu and for killing the magistrate, 
who was auspooted of desiring to protect 
foreigners. In most caaoa the missionaries 
loft the cities and hid in tho neighborhood, 
awaiting an opportunity to escapo. Native 
friends helped them to seouro boats 
and to put the women and children 
aboard. At Sui Chaufu Mossrs. War- 
ner and Wollwood and Dr. Finch got 
their valuable papers and silvor out of town 
and secreted them. Hero, as ovory where, 
tho troublo came like a thunder-olap out of 
a clear sky. Sunday's sorvioos wore woll 
attended, quiet and very improBslvo, and 
throe candidates wore baptized by immer- 
sion. On Monday, June 3, tho olty was 
floodod with placards. 

London, Sopt. 3.— Tho Times correspond- 



ent at Shanghai says : Chinese Christians 
are being brutally treated near Hingwa 
provinoe of Folklen. Houses have been 
burned and proporty and cattle stolen. One 
person wai fatally wounded. Tho magis 
trato refused to interfero. He had reooived 
an ambigucus proclamation referring to tbe 
Kuchong maSBaore and inciting a rising 
against tho Christians.

A Yakutat Indian, the descendant of a 
ljng UtiS of ancestors who traditionally 
•eornod to have a compact with tho evil ono, 
took offence against several Indians, tho 
result of a series of quarrels. To oven up 
with his enemies this mm decided to rosort 
to witohcroft, and betook himBelf apart 
from tho tribo. After Beveral days ho re- 
turned dhhevellod, wild-eyod and almost 
famiahod with huugor. After staying ono 
day lu the oamp he again disappeared at 
night ; but the Indians having become, sus- 
picious ho was followed by throo youug 
men. Arriving at a lonoly Bpot, tho Indian 
mado a small firo and slowly danced 
around it, muttering strange wordB that 
the watchers could not understand. Thon 
from a small paokoge that ho had carried 
from tho camp ho produced tho decayod 
romains of some salmon. Kneeling upon 
the ground and still uttering words that 
woro apparently incantations, he scratched 
up tho ground with his hands a d Boon 
prrduced a human skull. Toaring away 
tho jaw bono from the ghastly hoad, ho 
noxt stuffed tho upper part of tho skull 
with tho stinking salmon. 

By this time the watchers were nearly 
dead with fright, for now they know that 
the Indian medioino man was working out 
hia throatoned revenge. Fearful to inter- 
fore, they looked on while the worker com- 
pleted his horrid task of filling tho skull. 
Next from around hia body he un- 
wound a long picoo of bark ropo. At 
various distances apart ho made knots on 
tho rope, at each knot uttoring tho name of 
ono of his enemies. Seven knots were 
made,|then the rope waa attached to the 
skull, whioh he burlod, strotching the rope 
along tho ground. This done, the man ex- 
tinguished hia firo and started back for 
camp, while the Bpies roturnod and reported 
to the excited tribo what they had aeon. It 
seemB that these ignorant creaturos believe 
that this midnight incantation meant that 
the Indiani whose nameB corresponded with 
the knotBon the rope would grs dually waste 
away and die, the ono nearest tho skull go- 
ing first and tho others following ono by 
ono. 

A oounoil of the tribo deolded that 
tho Borcoror must dio and went towards 
his hut, Bhouting wildly to koep up 
their courage. Their intended victim hoard 
them coming and anticipating what was 
meont ran almost paralyzed with fright 
towards the little village and sought roluge 
with the white storekeeper. Tho Boroerer 
waa more frightened than the would be 
avongors, for ho know that were he caught 
ho would, according to tho death meted out 
to sorcererB, bo tied to a tree in tho forest 
and left to die of starvation. Apparontly 



hia mind was unhinged for ao fearful did his 
mental Buffrring bocomo that he finally 
soizad a knifo and slashed himself across the 
throat to end hia life. The white man in 
tho meantime warnod tho tribo that if they 
persisted in trying to kill the supposed 
soroerer he would have a warship come up 
the ooast to punish thorn. Tho fear of this 
kird of justice prevailed and tho Indians 
finally beoamo pacified by the good cffioeB 
of the two Swedish missionaries who labor 
among them, This summer two other In- 
dians, pno a woman, narrowly escaped tho 
fate Intended fpr this other sorcerer.
